Reports tried to play 
down the damage of the 
fire, but local Firefighters 
know that when you stay 
out on a fire for 2 hours 
and 42 minutes and pour 
over 3000 gallons of water 
that you, have a real "work¬ 
ing fire.” Pasadena Fire 
stated a very small fire, 
maybe $150 damages, but 
the true report was from 
Fire Prevention which stat¬ 
ed that it was a fire loss 
of $5,000, which, would 
mean a reconstruction cost 
of approximately $20,000, 
and the School Board mem¬ 
ber wasn’t even notified 15 
hours later ? ? ? 

Damage by breakage and 
looting at Pasadena High 
was estimated to be in the 
vicinity of over $5,000, how¬ 
ever all books taken from 
the Library were recovered. 
With this kind of action in 
the lower schools, citizens 
and taxpay ers wonder 
where they will hit next. 

A fire set in Eliot Junior 
High Friday was the basis 
for an, arrest of a 14-year 
old Negro boy. County Fire¬ 
fighters extinguished the 
blaze, after it had set off 
the sprinkler system in the 
school and caused the eva¬ 
cuation of all students. The 
fire damage, which was 
mostly to the floors was set 
at $2,000, with reconstruc¬ 
tion damage at $8,000. and 
caused four classrooms to 
be declared .unusable, 
son School in Altadena was 
stilled for over four hours 
Friday when telephone wir¬ 
ing was out by a party or 
parties unknown. Complete 
weekend security was set 
up by police over the week¬ 
end. 

Sunday morning at the 
hour of 11:15 Pasadena 
Firefighters received the 
alarm that McKinley School 
at 330 S. Oak Knoll Avenue 
was afire. Eight fire units 
were dispatched to the 
scene to find that two fires 
had been set by apparent¬ 
ly an unknown 1 number of 
arsonists, hut the sprinkler 
sysetm had extinguished 
the blaze prior to their ar¬ 
rival. Fire damage was re¬ 
ported to be $4,000 with re¬ 
construction damage set at 
$16,000. This is the third
